THE TAYLORCOUNTY MURDERER, 
&t XPIAT&S HIS CRIME, 
NT 


Hanged at Butier Yesterday~Bight Thousand Pao- 
ple Present—Oook Refuses to Make a Pablic 
Confession, But Admits His Guiltto His 
Attorney—Died from Strangulation. 


Butter, Ga, September 17.—[Spocial.]-— 
Jesse Cook, @olored, was hanged here today 
for the murder of his wife. 

STORY OF THE CRIME, 

Six years age there came to this town a tall, 
black, smoothed face negro, from Chattahoo- 
chee county, by the name of Jesse Cook, who 
professed among his color to be a Methodist 
preacher. No sooner than he had formed the 
acquaintance than he became engaged to and 
married a worthy colored girl, Dealier Fow- 
ler. So desperately wicked had Jesse become 
that he was soon looked upon as being among 
one of the worst characters in Taylor county, 
baving several times peen arrested, tried aud 
convicted in the justice’s court. His wife was 
an industrious, honest woman. Nevertheless 
quite a number of times she was unmercifully 
abused by her husband, and 
death itself had long been threat- 
enced. She had appealed to the officers of the 
law for protection, at a time when her life was 
threatened, but unfortunately these officers 
failed to discharge their duty. A Warrant was 
iesued for Cook’s arrest. Becoming aware of 
the fact, he departed, and had not been seen 
until the day he murdered his wife. It seems 
that he desired to leave Taylor county and was 
determined either to carry his wife or kill 
her. 


THE MURDER. 
Having threatened her with violence, she 
retused every effort on his part to follow him, 
About 6ark, on Thbreday evening March 30th, 
1°85. Jesse Cook entered the cabin where he 
f.und his wife busily engaged a‘ work, and bes 
gan a quarrel with her She insisted on having 
no difficulty with him,as she knew his business 
and his intended purpose of taking her life. 
He informed her he he bad cometo put an 
an‘end to all their troubles. The poor woman 
seeing that she must flee for her life, ran for 
assistance with her shoes in her hand, in the 
direction of Mr. Waters’s residence, which was 
on the adjoining lot. When about twenty feet 
from where she started, she was suddenly 
struck in the small of the back with an 
ax, which cevered the spinalcolumn. Fallings 
prostrate to the ground in an insensible con- 
dition, she was advanced upen by her mur- 
derer, and with the back of the ax dealt her 
three heavy blows upon the top of her head, 
while one foot rested heavily upon her breast. 
One child, a little girl, at the time of the kill- 
ing, stood powerless to defend, but with earn- 
estness begged the brutal fatherto spare the 
life of its mother. The murderer then 
dropped his weapon and ran, knowing that his 
bicogy work was fally complete, The scseae 
wes horrible, and the grief of the heart 
ctrichoon grandmotber was sad beyond com- 
prebension.. An inquest was held over the 
remains by Justice W. P. Caldwell, who ren- 
dered a verdict vf murder at the hands of 
Jesse Cook. 
The nextday thesherifi, witha posse of 
fifty mep, went in pursuitof the murderer. 
It was several weeks before he was captured. 
On trial he was convicted of the offense and 
was tentenced to be hanged on the2dof last 
October, 1865. An appeal to the supreme cours 
wastaken. That court sustained the verdict 
of the court below, and Cook was sentenced to 
be hanged on the 17th of September, 1886, 
THE HANGING. 
Early this morning, the people of Taylor 
county, and of the several surrounding coun- 
ties, began to congregate in the town. By 
far the greater number of them were negroes. 
At 10 o’clock, five thousand people were gath- 
ered around the jai). They spent the time 
discussing Jesse’s crime and the probability 
of his making a confession: Thenoise mad6 
by the great crowd resembled the roar of a 
high wind. At noon, carefal estimates 
placed the number of people in town at eight 
thousand. Inspiteof persuasion, Jesse re- 
fused to make a public confession, but he ad- 


mitted toa few that he was guilty. Your 
correspondent saw Jesse's attor- 
ney today, who said tht 
Jeste had told him something 


about the crime; but that he had promised not 
to divulge it until after Jesse’s death. Your 
correspondent then hada talk with Jess 
himseif, but no information could be gathered 
frcm him. 
Jesse manifested no signs of fear until three 
o'clock this afternoon. At that hour forty 
armed men marched into the jail, and then it 
could beplainly seenthathe was growing 
nervous. Atten minutes after three he was 
taken out of the jai), bis hands having first 
been securely ticd. At the door he bowed to 
the crowd, apparently entirely at his ease, 
lke sheriff aud his assistants placed him in a 
buggy, and then drove slowly off toward the 
gallows. The immense crowd followed, some 
of the negroes shouting to Jesse: 
“Good bye, Jesse!” 
He responded by noddiag his head, bat 
would tay nothing. 
AT THE GALLOWS 

When the buggy arrived at the gallows Jas- 
s'e was taken ontand placed upon the trap 
The c:ow4 gathered around, forminga spec- 
tecle never seen here before, and perhaps 
never equelled anwyhere eise. 
The sheriff informed Jesse that if he desired 
to address the crowd, he could have tan min: 
utes for tbat purpose. He spoka briefly, ina 
very low toneof voice. After saying that he 
was gled to see to many of bis friends present, 
he rambled on until somebody exclaimed: 
“Let bim speak louder.” 
Jesse turned in the direction of the voice 
and said: 
“Don’t bother me any m 9re; 
I have been taiking for the past three days, 
den't interrupt me any more.” - 
When the ten minutes were ended, the 
sheriff said: 
“Jesse, 3 ovr time is up,”’ 
“All right,” he replied, tears trickling down 
bis cheeks, , 
Tarning toward the sheriff, he said, while 
his voice trembled: “Ob, my God, have mercy 
on me! Father, save me’”’ 
The black cap was placed upon his heal, and 
Mr. Jack Fcuntain placed the rope around his 
neck. At twenty-five mioutes after three 
o’clock the trap was sprung, and Jessze’s body 
fell. He was pronounced dead in twenty-five 
minutes by Drs. Edwards, Turner, Walker and 
Jemison. When the body was cnt down, ex- 
amination showed that the neck had not 
been broken, but that death had resulted from 
styapgulation.

“T remember that on one occasion a party 
of hunters with their negro dogs strack the 
trail of Bristow and Dempse and chased them 
into the cypress jungle and among the lagoons 
just below Big Creek, four miles fron Haw 
kinsville, where the creek empties into the 
Ocmulgee. The swamp was almost impene: 
trable, but the hunters followed their dogs, 
and appreached within fifey or a hundred 
vards of ‘the runaway niggers,’ as they were 
called. They proved to be Dempse and Bris 
tow, who, by some means had obtained a gan 
or pistol, aud defied their pursuers. Dempse 
ot Bristow were stout men and they swore 
they would die before they would be arrested, 

“Among the hunters was Tobe McGriff, a 
brotber of the present ordinary of this county. 
Mr. McGriff fired one shot at the fugitive 
slaves, and they returned the shot. It then 
became evident that they were armed, and had 
determined not to be captured alive. 

“The hunters withdrew and left Dempse 
and Bristow in the swamp, and they remsiued 
in the woods three years. At last, old man 
Coley, despairing of ever getting any servics 
out of them, sold them in the woods to Bryaat 
W. Brown, cf Houston county, Mr. Brown 
told his slaves that he had bought Dempse and 
Bristow, and they at once left the woods and 
went to his plantation, where they remained 
faithfal slaves until the close of the war. 

“I don’t know where Bristow is, whether 
living or dead, but that is old Dempse out 
there in that buggy, and he is now known as 
Demprey Clark He owns a plantation of four 
or five bundred acies in Houston county, and 
has several good mulesand horses. Heis a 
good farmer, is very iudustrious and man- 
ages well. He hasa good credit among the 
merchants of Hawkinusville and Perry, and he 
bas two daughters attending college in At. 
lanta.”

gant Maas hote), and adjoining which was built a 
“arge brick warehouse. Siuce that time successive 
fires bave occurred,in which the wooden houses 
succumbed and elegant brick buildings promptly 
took their places, until now nearly the last 
wooden business house has heen swept 
away, and we have ia their places 
twenty-three brick stores, four brick warehouses, 
one brick engine house and council hall, one 
blacksmith shop and one large two-story carriage 
and buggy shop, making thirty in all in six years. 
I thinks this gets a little abead of Valdosta, though 
L do not know the population of that town. This 
town has a population of about 1,200.

The Anti-Saloon Republicans. 

Tae national convention of anti-saloon re- 
publicans at Chicago displayed considerable 
wisdom. They were more moderate than 
they were expected to be, and yet they 
spoke out positively enough to meet the 
views of many prohibitionists. 

This wing of the republican party is for 
high license when it cannot get prohibition 
and local option—when it cannot get a gen- 
eral state law—but its ultimate end is total 


prohibition under an amendment to the fed- 


era’ constitution. 

These anti-saloon men propose to stick to 
the republican party, but'they pledge them- 
selves to do all in their power to make the 
party declare war upon the saloons. 

What will be the effect of this movement? 
It is undoubted)y an upheaval within the 
party. Some of the best and most infla- 
ential republicans are among the anti-saloon 
men. A third party is looming upas a 
positive danger in ’88. Under the circum- 
stancer, the republicans will be almost 
driven into an indorsement of some mild 
form of prohibition, such as high license or 
local option. 

When the party places itself on the line 
thus indicated there will be music in the 
air. The German contingent, a mighty 
host in itself, will revolt, secede and go 
over bag and baggage to the democracy, 
which is not likely to recede from its anti- 
sumptuary platform. 

In reaching out for the prohibition vote, 
the republicans will go through the expe- 
rience of the dog that was crossing a stream 
with a chunk of beef in his mouth. He »saw 
the meat reflected in the water, greedily 

spapped at it, and lost what he had. 

The republican prohibitionists are not 
wise. They are trying to make a national 
issue out of a local matter. The main reason 
why the prohibition democrats of the south 
bave been so successful is ‘vecause they have 


_purared ihe opposite policy. They have, as 


a rule, stuck to local option. If they should 
abandon this line; if, for instance, a major- 
ity of the rural counties in a state should 
endeavor to force prohibition upon the large 
cities and seaport towns, the result would be 
as notorious, as scandalous and as disgrace- 
fula failure as prohibition has been in 
Maine. Fortunately, the triends of local 
option as so well satisfied that they are not 
apxious to try any new methods, 


A Baseball Mob. 

At the Brooklyn ball grounds, the other 
day, a riot occurred, which, but for prompt 
measures, might have resulted in the death 
of Umpire Walsh. 

The game was between the Brooklyns aud 
the St. Louis Browns. The hoodlums were 
out in fall fofce, and were in an ugly mood 
from the beginning. They were there to 
find fault and make trouble for Umpire 
Walsh. 

The home players lost the game, and the 
crowd made a rush for the umpire. Theun- 
fortunate man was hustled, beaten and kick- 
ed, and the fury of the mob increased with 
every blow. A local account says: 


Fully two hundred persons gathered round him 
hooting and shouting, “Kill him!” ‘“‘Lynch him”’’ 
and it would have taken very little for the rioters 
to carry out their threat but for the prompt action 
of the police with drawn clubs. 

Even then the crowd hung round the entrance 
and scanned the faces as they came from the 
grounds, looking for the umpire. As Mr. Heury 
Chadwick, the official tcorer, emerged from the 
grounds the howling mob shouted, “Here he 
comes,’’ and made arush for him, but the cooler 
heads nearer the entrance cried gut, “That is not 
the umpire.”’ It wasa long time before the police 
could clear the street, and it was dark before the 
um pire dared leave the grounds, and then™he had 
to be escorted. He will not appear today. 


This is a pretty s‘ate of affairs for such a 
city as Brooklyn. Of course no small share 
of the blame falls upon the management. 
Steps should be taken to exclude from the 
grounds notorious toughs and disorderly per- 
sons, and if they are allowed to be present 
there should be a sufficient police force on 
hand to keep them under control.

When a Brahman desires to gain some point whi 
be bas found it impossible to accomplish in any 
other way he gces to the door or house of the 
rson against whom his suit is directed, and there 
e sits down in dharna, with poison, ora 
or some other means of suicide in his hand, threat- 
ening to we it should his adversary attempt to 
molest or pass him by. Tbis menace van ow f 
arrests bim. > plaintiff now commences a fi 
in which, accoraing to etiquette, he must be accom- 
by the defendant; and in this situation they 
cth remain until the former obtains satisfaction. 
Tbe plaintiff rarely fails of his object; for were the 
individual thus arrested to permit the Brahman to 
perish of hunger or should he drive him to make 
use of any of his instruments of mischief, the sin 
would lie upon his head forever. 

Nor is the practice confined to male Brahmans. 
Some years ogo a Brahman widow at Benares had 
a law suit with her brother-in-law, which, in the 
first instance, went to arbitration. The suit in- 
volved a clalm of property and a consideration of 
caste, the privileges of which her antagonist de- 
clared she had forfeited. The decision, though 
favorable to her, did not altogether satisfy the 
ludy, who determined to carry the remaining 
points in dispute by dharna. Accordingly she 
placed herrelf in the customary way at the door of 
her brotherin-law, who, apprehensiye of her 
death, went with her to a temple, 
both made trial of their powers of abstinence for 
some time longer. Thirteen days elapsed when 
the defendant gave in. He reed that if the 
widow could establish the validity of her claims to 
caste by prevailing on some respectable Brahmans 
to eat dinner with her at herowncost he would 
not only pay all the expenses of the feast but her 
debts also. The conditions were accepted and ful- 
filled. But the brother in-law refused to perform 
the last partof the engagement, which broughé 
the matter under officia) notice. 

Here isan olderandamore striking example. 
Governmeut having im a house taxat Be- 
nares, the people, startled by the innovation, be- 
gan to complain that they never heard of sucha 
tax under the moguls; that their houses were their 
own; that the British rulersmight next lay a tax 
on their wives and children.

Astonishing Results of High License. 
From the £t. Louis Republican. 

The reduction in the number of saloons in 

Missouri in the last few years is a phenomenon 
both encouraging and interesung. Four yearsago, 
in 1882, there were 3,601 saloons in the state, pay- 
ing in licenses an aggregate of $517,000. The num- 
ber was not large for a population of 2,300,000 
Nevertheless, in four years it has been reduced 
nearly one-fourth, the number on July 4, 1886 bein 
only 2,800. Nearly every fourth saloon that exis 
in the state four years ago has closed up. The 
2,°00 now in the state yield in license fees abont 
$1,£00,000—nearly three times as much as the larger 
number yielded in 1882. St. Louis has fully shared 
in this saloon decrease, and there are now in this 
city only 1,618 saloons of all kinds—less than half 
the number (3,300) in Chicago, and 1,172 fewer than 
there are in San Franclsco (2,790). Eighteen coun: 
ties in the state have no saloons, the county 
courts, at the demand of the community, refusing 
to issue licenses. 
When it is reflected that these considerable re 
ductions in the pumber of drinking places in four 
years—400 in St. Louis city and 800 in the state— 
have been brought about in the tace of a large 
growth in the popuiation, it will be admitted that 
they exhibit a marked improvement in the moral 
temper of the people. The high license law is one 
of the agenciesin bringing it about, but it is not 
ut fair to say that a general cultivation of sobriety 
tmong the people has had a greater share in the 
work than even that law; and it may be added that 
there is prebehis less drinking of alcoholic bever- 
sgesin Missouriin proportion to tke pupulation 
than ip any other state in the union, unless it be 
Georgia aud Mississippi.

Of course, some 
winters are so severe that the oats are killed. But 
this is not often the case. October is the best month 
for sowing Oats. Cotton seed make a most excellent 
manure for Oats.

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A SMALL BOY KILLED. 
Leonard Joos, @ Negro, Runs Against « 
Water Key, 


Leonard Jones, a thirteen yoar old colored 
boy, died ea¥ly yésterddy moritig from the 
effects of a lick in the stomach received Tues- 


day afternoon, 

The lick was an accidental one, 

On Tuesday afternoon Leonard Jones and 
two white boys were on East Peters sirect, 
between Pryor and Loyd, rolling hoops. Peters 
street is very steop from Pryor down to Loyd, 
and the boys were rushing down the hill when 
Jones was hurt, About the time the boys 
started down the hill James Rash, a plumber, 
started up. They were all on the same side- 
walk. The boys were running at full 
tilt, and watching nothing bat their 
hoops. When they were near Mr, Rash 

however ‘ke boy in the lead ch his 
course towards the outside of the pavement, 
and Mr, Rush pushéd toward the insideso that 
the 24 could bave an abundance of room to 
pars. Mr. Rush had been out making some 
water connections, and was carrying a long 
iron water plog key in his hand, He had the 
key cecurely gripped about midway in his 
hand, and as he walked one end was consider: 
ably in front of him, The second boy followed 
the first ove in pushing outward, and 
the two passed Mr. Rash  gafely. 
Jones, who was in the rear, when he saw Mr. 
Rusb, began pushing towards the inside of the 
pavement, and before Mr. Rush, who was 
watcbing the other boy, knew it ran against 
the end of the key. The key struck the boy 
oh the etomach, but, notwithstanding the fact 
that be was running very fast, it did nothing 
more than bring him toa halt. The halt was 
momentary, and the boy started on aftor his 
hoop, which was rolling down the bill. At the 
foot of the hill the boys stopped, and Jones 
hupg bis hoop on the fence, and placing his 
hard on his stomach, soon began 
ciying. A man named Cherry, who 
bad seen the collision, called Mr. Rash’s 
attention to it. Fearing that he had hart th 
toy, Mr. Rush went back tohim and found 
him suffering intensely. He did what he 
could to relieve the boy and then took him to 
bis home, No. 37 Terry street. The child ap- 
peared to suffer a great deal anda physician 
was sent for, who gave him ease. On Wednes- 
day morning he appeared much better, and 
during theday wasin afine humor. That 
night late he began to grow worse and yester- 
day morning about three o’clock died. I[mme- 
diately after the child’s death, Jim Hill, a ne- 
gro with whom he had been living, went to 
police headquasters and reporting the death, 
gave the circumstances, and declared 
that Mr. Rush had struck the boy inten- 
ticually. Soon after day he went before a jus- 
tice of the peace and swearing ont a warrant 
charging Mr. Rush with murder, placed it in 
the hands of Detective Bedford, Coroner 
Haynes was then notified, and early iu the 
morning prepared for an inquest. Detective 
Bedford found no trouble in arresting Mr. 
Rush, and had bim at the inquest, Oaly four 
witnesses were examined. A negro, Robert 
Goldsby, Who saw the collision, swore that 
Rush struck the boy intentionally, and said 
that after the collision, Rush said: 

“There, d—n you, take that.” 

A negro womay..swore that the boy ran 
against the#@y, but could not say whether 
Rush tried to avoid the collision. 

Cherry, the white man, stated that in his 
opinion Rush tried to avoid the accident, and 
that the boy was at fau]t because he did not 
push tothe outside as the white boys had. 

tush was placed under oath, and said that 
he did all in his power to avoid the collision 
and thatit was purely an accident. After the 
testimony was all in Coroner Haynes con: 
sulted with the jury, and then ordered an au- 
topsy. The autopsy was madeby Dr, Boring, 
and showed that the boy’s death had been 
caused by the lick. 

The evidence failed to show that Rush was 
responsible forthe accident. On the contrary, 
it showed that he exercised every dilizence to 
avoid it. The jury returned a verdict of a*ri- 
cental death, and Rush was released from cus- 
tody. After the verdict was rendered the re- 
mains were turned over to Howard, the col- 
ored undertaker, and yesterday a*ternooa 
were taken to East Point for burial. 


MR. FRANK T. RYAN HURT. 


A Well Known Atlantian Fails From a Tow- 
er in South Carolina. 

Mr. Frank T. Ryan, a prominent and well- 
ktown Atlantian, fell from the rear platform 
ofthe Air:Line sleeper late yesterday after- 
noon between> Cowpens and Thickety, S.C, 
and wes painfully, probably seriously injured. 

This will be sorrowful intelligence for Mr. 
Ryan’s many friends.. 

Mr. Ryan has been in the north for the past 
fiw weeks and wason his way back to At- 
lanta when the accident occurred. When the 
train left Cowpens, Mr. Ryan was setting on 
the rearend ofthe sleeper looking at the 
country. The train was runing at preity 
rapid speed and was about balf way beiween 
Thickety and Cowpens whena sudden jerk 
caused Mr. Ryan to lose his balance and fall 
off. Several persons saw the gentleman fall, 
and as soon as the conductor could be notified 
the train was stopped and run back slowly to 
Mr. Ryan. He was unconscious and was lifted 
upon the train, but in a short time conscious- 
ness returned. The conductor, thinking that 
Mr. Ryan was dangerously hurt, pushed his 
trein back to Cowpens, where Mr. Ryan was 
taken to a hotel and medical aid was provided. 
Before the train reached Cowpens Mr. Ryan 
appeared much better, and though suffering a 
great des), asserted most positively that he 
was not badly hurt. The physicians, however, 
cid not think himin condition to resume 
the trip and be remained at Cowpera, but will 
come on to Atlanta by the train today. The 
extent of Mr. Ryan’s injuries are not 

known in Atlanta. What little that has been 
ascertained was gathered at the union passen- 
ger depot last night after the Air Line train 
came in, The conductor and the railroad 
men assert that his injuries are only painful 
and that he will be able to resume bis trip to- 
day. Several of the passengers, howover, 
think that he was badly hurt and that he 
will hardly be able to come on today.

The Matter of Obstinate Priconers Discussed ina 
Court-Whet Wee Said end the Coaciusioa 
Readhed—A Torpedo On a Street Car 
|, Peack—What tue Torpedo Did. 


The lash has not been applied yet, however, 
but the probabilities aro that it will be 
whizzing through the air upon some unfor- 
tunate prisoner’s back before many days roll 
by. For years past when prisoners have re- 
fused to work after being consigned to the 
stockade they have been carried back 6 police 
headquarters and booked for failing to abide 
the eentence of the court. On thie charge the 
judge of police court has given the prisoner an 
additional sentence, and again he was carried 
batk to the stovkade. Day before yesterday 
Charles Gleason, who was sent to the stockade 
Monday to serve out a fine of $20, was sentin 
from the prion because he woald no} 
work. Yesterdey he was arraigned in police 
court to answer the usual charge. He was 
represented by attorney who claimed that the 
law was illegal and that the conrt had no au. 
thority te sentence a prisoner to another term 
because he would not serve out a sentence 
previously imposed. Judge Pendleton, assist- 
ant attorney, was present representing the 
city. Judge Anderson finally agreed with 
Gleason’s attorney asto the illegality of the 
section of thecode. The supérintendent of 
stockade, Mr. Mills, was in court and when 
Judge Anderson rendered the decision the 
supelintendent asked: 

“Well. judge, what am I to doif a prisoner 
won’t work?’ 

“Give him the lash. Whip him.’ 

The judge then informed the superinten- 
dent that he had authority to whip an obsti- 
nate prisoner. He advised him that when he 
came across @ prisoner who would not work 
to send for Dr. Collier, the city physician in 
charge, and have the prisoner examined. Then 
if the pbysician said he was sick lat him rest, 
but if the physician decided that he was not 
sick to give him thirty-nine lashes on his back. 


After Torpedo Dischargers. 

Railroad torpedoes are giving the police de- 
partment considerable trouble just now. 

Almost every night some mischiof-loving 
person. places one of these loud, noisy things 
on one of the street car tracks and then 4qui- 
ety and patiently hangs around until a car 
passes over it and it explodes, 

Last night about ten o’clock some one placed 
one on the Marietta street line, near Broad 
street, and ina short whilea car passed over 
itavd a deafening noise ensued, When the 
torpedo exploded a negro man was standing 
on the car steps with his feet near the 
wheel, which passed over it, and 
both legs of his breeches were torn into shreds 
by the explosion. Strange to say, however, 
the darky’s flesh was notscratched or bruised, 
but he was frightened within an inch of his 
life. The floor of the car was considerably 
shattered by the explosion. A piece of the 
shell strnck one of the car mules in the hip 
and cut an ugly gash, from which the blood 
came abundantly. 

On several occasions the street car compa: 
pies have had property damaged by explosion 
of torpedoes, The reports, too, have caused a 
considerable scare among people, and Chief 
Connolly has issued instructions to the force to 
ferret out the perpetrators. The officers, how- 
ever, have been unable to apprehend any one. 
The railroad authorities have been appealed 
to and are doing all they can to assist the city 
in ascertainipg from whence the torpedoes 
come,
